It could cost $10,000,000 to develop Truganina Ex- 
plosives Reserve but Altona Council has not the: first 
$350,000 needed to purchase the area available for 


housing. 


However, the council will 
not be pushed around by de- 
velopers or individuals but 
will plan ahead to the benefit 
of all Altona ratepayers, said 
Cr. Crofts at last week’s 
meeting of council. : 

Estimated costs of develop- 
ment include filling {up to 
six feet in places) $1,000,000, 
roads $2,500,000, sewerage 
$3,000,000, water $500,000, 
drainage $350,000, and land 
purchase $350,000. 

Electricity works would 
have to be financed by the 
developer. 

Total estimated cost is con- 
sidered to be in the order. of 
seven to 10 million dollars, 
said Cr. Crofts. eee 

On these figures it would 
be doubtful if the final cost 
of a building block would be 
under $5000. It could be 
nearly $6000. 

In the council’s submission 
to the Minister of Lands in 
1966 the conclusion stated: 
“Building blocks shall be sold 
at market price subject to 
the controls contained in this 
submission. 

“Profit from the project 
shall then be used by the 


council to finance municipal ; 


amenities when and where 
needed.” 


Council Action 

Plans for developing the 
reserve have not been set 
aside by council which, by 
the end of this year, will 
have spent almost $100,000 
on drainage in the area, said 
Cr. Crofts. 

He said following questions 
from the ratepayers and re- 
cent letters in the Press he 
wanted to clarify the position 
with regards to council plans 
for developing the area and 
to give ratepayers the facts 
on the scheme. 


Forward Planning 

He said the council's ‘‘whole 
aim, our one aim, is to de- 
velop the Truganina Explo-

pared by the Board of Works, 
j Areas of the 712 acres of 
Crown Land were to be set 
‘aside for drainage, sewerage 
and an Explosives Labora- 
tory.

, But legislation would be 
Necessary to enable Crown 
Land to be sold to the City 
of Altona. 
‘ The Minister said: “The 
way should now be clear for 
| the future development of the 
-area in accordance with the

Council 


Submission 

In August 1966 the council 
presented a submission to the 
Minister of Lands for devel- 
opment of the Reserve. 

Council offered $350,000 for 
392. acres. 

A terms contract was 
sought under which the land 
could be paid for in parcels 
over a suggested time of 
seven years. 

The aim was for council to 
develop one section at a 
time, to take title to it when 
roads and services were com- 
Pleted, and to then formally 
subdivide and sell the land. 
. This land is still owned by 
the government as the council 
does not have the purchase 
price of $350,000. 
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* Cr. Crofts said: “Nor at 
this stage can we see the way 
open to borrow this amount 
without upsetting our bal- 
anced, planned, progressive, 
policy of development within 
the city.” 


Sub-Division Plan 

In February last year the 
city engineer, Mr, Ralph Sim- 
mons, reported that plans 
had been prepared showing 
a proposed sub-division cover- 
ing approximately 438 acres. 

Included in the sub-divi- 
sion are a major shopping 
centre and public buildings 
site ‘of*-20 acres, land for a 
primary sthool, (eight acres), 


secondary sch (22 acres), 
and recreation \area (38 
acres), _ 


The residential areas, to- 
gether with local play areas 
and shops have approximately 
1700 house sites. 

Seven stages of develop- 
ment are proposed and each 
requires filling. Stages 1 to 6 
are residential and commer- 
cial and Stage 7 open space. 

Cr. Crofts said the council 
is aware that development of 
the Reserve will be some 
time away and knows the pre- 
sent need for making land 
available for home builders. 

Bearing this in mind coun- 
cil decided to open the Al- 
tona Meadows area in Altona 
West. 

Drainage and road works 
have commenced and ‘homes 
are expected to be built with 
in the next 12 months. 


Conclusion 


Summing up Cr. Crofts said 
—We have devoted hours of 
planning, our executive offi- 
cers have also devoted: hours 
and days in preparing plans, 
estimates and in discussions 
with various government de- 
partmental representatives. 

We hope and trust that our 
plans will enable many to 
obtain blocks of land-at a 
reasonable price. This will 
not be a half boiled scheme. 
We have or will have ispent 
by the end of this financial 
year almost $100,000. Is this 


i indicative of a non-interested 


council? 

We are not going to be 
pushed around, Mr. Mayor, 
by developers, or by indivi- 
duals whose aim or aims are 
questionable, particularly if 
they write to newspapers and 
not the council. ‘ 

I doubt their genuine de- 
sire to assist council and the 
ratepayer. We have already 
spent thousands of dollars and 
plan to spend more this year. 

We will continue to plan 
ahead, we will continue to 
listen to any developer’ who 
can prove to council that in 
conjunction with and under 
the control of council, "that 
they could develop this .area 
to the benefit of all the rate-

But they do not reveal the 
actual number of people 
killed or injured. 

Each accident recorded as 
one fatal accident could have 
involved the death of one or 
more people. And in each of 
the near fatal accidents sev- 
eral people could have been 
seriously injured.

Light Poles and 
Traffic Lights 


This year up to the beginn- 
ing of this month, ten elec- 
tric light poles have been 
knocked down. : 
Ten also were flattened dur- 
ing 1968. 
But in 1967 only three poles 
were replaced. 
Ninety per cent of the poles 
knocked down were in the 
centre of the road median 
strip and most of the acci- 
dents occurred at midnight 
or after, the State Electricity 
Commission informed Cr. 
Sommers. 
Details of damage to traffic 
lights were supplied by the 
Eagle Signal Company of Aus- 
tralia. 
Three sets of lights are in- 
volved—intersection of Millers 
and Blackshaws Roads, Mil- 
lers and Kororoit Creek Roads 
and Millers Road and Hobbs 
Street (opposite Altona North 
Technical School). 
Fifteen sets of lights have 
been knocked down at Black- 
shaws Road, eight at Kororoit 
Creek Road and four at Hobbs 
Street. 
The company revealed that 
insurance claims totalling 
$4348.10 have been paid out 
on these accidents. 

Included in these figures 
was one case of vandalism. 


Cr. Sommers, who holds the 
council portfolio for trans- 
port, sought the co-operation 
of the police force, the State 
Electricity Commission and a 
traffic signal company in his 
investigation of accidents 
along Millers Road from Al- 
tona's northern boundary line, 
south to the Esplanade. 

These organisations expres- 
sed great concern at the rate 
of accidents, said Cr.

EDITORIAL 
"THE LUCKY CITY” 


A radio speaker last week said, “You 
can judge the progress of a country by its 
roads.” 

If we apply this standard to cities, 
Altona does well. But there are other 
things. 

Viewed objectively, Altona is dn average 
sized city, with a relatively low population, 
with impressive industrial establishments 
but with much of its residential and indus- 
trial development for the future. 

The very circumstances that appeared 
to hinder the growth of Altona, however, 
have in fact made possible the brightest 
of futures for our city. 

The nature of the terrain was a deter- 
mining factor of the location of the cen- 
tralised industry. 

Drainage and flood control have ensured 
the permanence of many breathing. spots. 
around the city, including what could be a 
great resort, Cherry Lake. 7 

The fact that early housing was not pos- 
sible north of Nellie Street gave us the 
later unique Civic ais and the sports 
park. 

The tying up for so many years of the 
Truganina Reserve and buffer: zone land 
has made possible at the right. time.an 
ideally planned use of the land. The rela- 
tively poor rail service ‘to only a part of 
Altona has been bad but has also ‘given 
Altona residents a measure of self suffi- 
ciency. 

The need to maintain our beaches 
(restricted by seaweed) has developed fine 
civic spirit and practice, not only in beach 
cleaning, but in more general aspects. 

All is not yet well in Altona. 

But when we consider what Altona was 
and how it, has, overcome «and built on its 
inherent features; we can agree -it’ has 
many marks of the Lucky City.

Commemoration Medal 
For Bi-Centenary 


As part of the celebration of the bi-centenary 
of Captain Cook's discovery of Australia it has 
been decided to present « medal to school child- 
ren. 





In writing to Altona City Council to inform 
them of this decision by the Captain Cook Bi- 
Centenary Celebrations Committee, the Minister 
for Local Government said— 

“The Captain Cook Bi-Centenary Committee 
has decided, as part of the celebration of this out- 
standing event in Australia’s history, that a medal 
prepared for presentation to school children by 
the Mayor or Shire President might be regarded 
by municipal councils as a fitting woy in which 
to involve them in the celebrations. 

“The design selected is regarded as one likely 
to capture’ the imagination of the recipients. It 
depicts Captain Cook against a background of a 
map of Australia showing the route taken by 
Captain Cook along the east coast while the re- 
verse side shows his vessel, ‘The Endeavour’, off 
Cape Hicks 1770. 

“It is expected that councils will embrace 
the scheme with enthusiasm and, on this assump- 
tion, it may be accepted that the medals will 
cost $7.50 per 100 and be available to each 
before the actual date of the bi-centenary on 
April 20, 1970." 

Commenting on the suggestion Town Clerk 
Mr, Jim Waters said—

Knight, the. secretary of the 
Bodrd of Works, Mr. H. J. 
Snadden said: 

“With reference to pre- 
vious correspondence and to 
your letter of the IIth 
November last relative to 
the future programming of 
extensions to the sewerage 
system at Altona, | have to 
inform you that because the 
financing of construction 
works relies on the annual 
allocation or lean funds to 
the Board, and the problem 
of raising the allocation on 
the open market, the Board 
cannot predict with any de- 
gree of certainty, the 
amount of loan funds which 
will be available to the 
Board in future years. 


It is advised that the 
Board is committed to a 
large programme of essen- 
tial works for water supply, 
sewerage purification and 
disposal, and it can be anti- 
cipated that those works 
will require a considerable 
portion of the probable Joan 
allocation in the coming 
years. Therefore, it can be 
anticipated that the extent 
of the sewerage reticulation 
programme in the coming 
years will be governed by 
the expenditure of the 
various contracts for the 
major works. 


Within this context, the 
amount of funds likely to 
be allocated for sewerage 
reticulation in Altona in tne 
next few years can only be 
speculative at this stage.

The proposals aim to pro~ 
gressively eliminate unquali- 
fied téachers from Govern- 
ment schools, 


The Council President, 
Mr. R. G. Kitchenn, said 
that his organisation had 
suggested in March of this 
year the establishment of 
a Board of Teachers’ Regis~ 
tration to fix qualifications 
for all teachers in -Gov- 
ernment schools, 

“But discussion of this 
proposal with the Minister 
and senior administrative 
officers has convinced us 
that we should concentrate 
our attention on standards 
for temporary  teachers,’’ 
Mr. Kitchenn said. 


Following a suggestion 
made by the — Director~ 
General, Mr. Brooks, in the 
course of earlier talks, the 
Council, which represents 
parent bodies in Govern- 


ment schools, has now pre~ 
pared the new proposal. 

Mr. Kitchenn said thet 
this plan calls for an 
amendment of the Teaching 
Service Act, which would 
permit the establishment 
of a Temporary Teachers’ 
Registration Board, 

The Councii’s suggestion 
is that this Board should be 
composed of teachers, school 
principals and administra- 
tive officers ‘of the Educa- 
tion Department. 

The Board would deter- 


mine standards and exa- 
mine the qualificotions of 
applicants for temporary 


employment in the teaching 
service. Names of _appli- 
cants meeting the Board's 
standards would then be in- 
cluded in the Register 
already provided for under 
the Teaching Service Act. 
Appointments to vacancies 
in schools ate made from 
those listed in this Regis~ 
ter.
